CHAPTER I 


An Ordinance further to amend the 
Securities and Exchange Board of India Act, 
1992 , the Securities Contracts (Regulation ) 
Act, 1956 and the Depositories Act , 1996 . 


Preliminary 


1. Short title and commencement. — ( 1) This 
Ordinance may be called the Securities Laws 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 2014 .

Ordinance , 2013 further to amend the 
Securities and Exchange Board of India Act , 
1992 , the Securities Contracts (Regulation )

( 3 ) The Central Government shall provide 
foodgrains in respect of entitlements under 
sections 4 , 5 and section 6 , to the State 
Governments , at prices specified for the 
persons belonging to eligible households in 
Schedule I. 


24. Implementation and monitoring of 
schemes for ensuring food security.- ( 1) The 
State Government shall be responsible for 
implementation and monitoring of the 
schemes of various Ministries and 
Departments of the Central Government in 
accordance with guidelines issued by the 
Central Government for each scheme, and 
their own schemes , for ensuring food security 
to the targeted beneficiaries in their State . 


(4 ) Without prejudice to sub -section ( 1 ), the 
Central Government shall, —

System , it shall be the duty of the State 
Government to 


(a ) procure foodgrains for the central pool 
through its own agencies and the State 
Governments and their agencies ; 


(b ) allocate foodgrains to the States ; 


( c ) provide for transportation of 
foodgrains, as per allocation , to the depots 
designated by the Central Government in 
each State ; 


(a ) take delivery of foodgrains from the 
designated depots of the Central 
Government in the State , at the prices 
specified in Schedule I, organise intra - State 
allocations for delivery of the allocated 
foodgrains through their authorised 
agencies at the door- step of each fair price 
shop ; and 


(b ) ensure actual delivery or supply of the 
foodgrains to the entitled persons at the 
prices specified in Schedule I. 


( d ) provide assistance to the State 
Government in meeting the expenditure 
incurred by it towards intra - State 
movement, handling of foodgrains and 
margins paid to fair price shop dealers , in 
accordance with such norms and manner 
as may be prescribed by the Central 
Government; and 


( e ) create and maintain required modern 
and scientific storage facilities at various 
levels . 


( 3 ) For foodgrain requirements in respect of 
entitlements under sections 4 , 5 and section 
6 , it shall be the responsibility of the State 
Government to take delivery of foodgrains from 
the designated depots of the Central 
Government in the State , at the prices 
specified in Schedule I for persons belonging 
to eligible households and ensure actual 
delivery of entitled benefits , as specified in the 
aforesaid sections. 


23. Provisions for funds by Central 
Government to State Government in certain 
cases. In case of short supply of foodgrains 
from the central pool to a State , the Central
